Lord Lytton’s conduct

And His Honour made. other remarks of 
great importance, all of which he ventured 
to commend to Her Majesty’s Government. 
‘Wan ho justified, after that, in dealing with 
deportation otherwise than as an aed 
tfonal mode? The difference, after all, 
Between the hon. gentleman and.Mr Low- 
cock, and a few who agree with them, and 
himeelf as Governor, was only this :—he said 


'd | that deportation should be regarded as’ an 


exceptional measure and should not be re- 
garded as an ordinary mode of punishment ; 
whereas he underatand there were gentle- 
men here who would wish to deport all 
Chinese prisoners. He would continue to 
deal with it in braent in which he had 
been dealing with it, which was in accordance 
with the advice of the Chief Justica, his 
own opinion, and ‘the instructions. of Her 
Mojesty’s Government, Bir Michael Hicke- 
Beach, 9th July, wrote :—‘'I concur with 
you in thinking this form of punishment. 
should be regarded as of an exceptional 
character and not to be employed In ordi- 
nary cases.” There was, further, some- 
thing more .n-this question than the mere 
fact that there have been illegal punish- 
ments, and an attempt, which has failed, 
to coerce a Governor into carrying out 
illegal sentences, more than the advice of 
the Chiéf Justice or the resolutions of the 
Executive Council, and this he had never 
disguised in this Council,—tlat on the 
manner of conducting deportation and deal- 
ing with prisoners and tho remission of sen- 
tences would greatly depend the. dincipline 
of our-gaol and the suppression of crime. 
‘He ‘had not been many days in the 
Colony when he learned from the Chief 
Justice that in tho days of Sir Hercules 
Robinson he knew, when he sentenced 
a prisoner, what was to be the durar 
tion of that aentence, but that since then 
he had ‘been no longer certain as to the 
duration of the sentences hej passed on 
orminals, The Chief Justice might give 


| a desperate criminal nine years, and inthe 


days of Sir Heroules Rebinson that man 
would have had to serve two-thirds of his 
time, After Sir Hercules Robinson left 
another system was introduced, without the 


| knowledge or: sanction of Her Majeaty’s 


Government, whereby prisonors gota re- 
mission of their sentences after serving only 
one-half. Nor did it stop there, During 
the absence of the Colonial Treasurer it was 
not even a question of half, but prisoners 
were being berated who had served. only 
one-third ; he held in his hand papers on the 
subject ; it was tbe first-time the Chief 
Justice had seen them.

They could make a raid into 
British Kowloon at any moment, and the 
could reach, Victoria in an hours He too 
in whether apy of these 
men were in the habit. of getting across our 
frontier, from a village where there sre a 
nuuiber of stone-cutters close to our bound- 
ary, and a few days ago he lustructed Capt. 
Deane ta apprehend ‘as many of them as 
possible, not for the purpose of deporting 
them again, but for the Forpate of having 
them Reoaght before the Chief Justice 
who qould have to deal with them. Only 
‘the other day he sent a minute to the Ohief 
Justice and Magistrates on this subject. 
In the caso of a man recommended for 
deportation, the Attorney General sald :— 
“Banishment is tho only thing you can do, 
but even that will do no good ; the man is 
pure to return.” He called attention to the 
fact that thia man had at one time been 
sentenced to-some years’ penal servitude 
for committing burglary in this Colony, 
and after serving a short time he was let 
out in one of these batches. He was brought 
before the Police Magistrates again in May, 
1878, and convicted of baving bouse- 
breaking, implements in his possession at 
night, And thon he got 4 few ménths’ im- 
prisonment, instead of being sent before 
the Chief Justice to be dealt with as severely 
ss possible, All he bad to aay to tho hon 
gontleman was this. He might rely upon 
it that he had paid some attention to the 
nestion of prison discipline and suppres- 
alon of orlme ; this 1s one of the functions of 
his office ; he had been sent bere to govera 
this Colony ; bo had some experience in 
the government of Chinese, and he beliey- 
ed nothing would be worse, more disastrous 
or cause more insecurity to life and property 
than to take the advice of the hon. gentle- 
man and hie absent colleague, Mr Low- 
cock,-. They were men of business and high 
position, well qualified no doubt to conduct 
thelr own business ; but in those: matters, 
touching the administration of law, he had to 
consult those whose lives had boen devoted 
to thelr consideration. Was he wrong, 
therefore, when in August, 1878, he. took 
the respon ability, the very grave tospon- 
sibility, of instructing the Captain-Su 
intendent of Police to make such a serious 
change as to institute two-thirds night-dutios 
for the police instead. of -balf? Was he 
wrong when he sppointed a Committeo to 
consider the question of crime and police 
and.report to him? The Committea said 
great evils arose from the system of condi- 
tional pardons, that it waa better to make 
the men serve out their lawful sentences ; 
and-farthermore, the Secretary of State had 
said deportation should not be employed in 
ordinary casea but be regarded as an excop- 
tional punishment, . That Committee exa- 
mined the whole question, had the wit- 
neises~and documents: before them, and 
they arrived ‘at the conclusion that. the 
‘practice of deportation. was not unduly 
rolaxed during his administration. Ho did 
not know 
man any farther explanation. He was’ 
not to blame if the attention of the British 
Parliament had been drawn. by these 
apers to what had taken place in Hong- 
ong. fle was not» Visiting Justice, 
Be was not responeible for having passed 
by theze irregularities. Me had letected 
some of them, ahd had endeavoured to 
check them. He had every confidence he 
would receive the support of the Council, 
and especlally of the Ohief Justice in his 
endeavour to have nove but legal punish- 
ments {iflicted.and to suppress crime ‘by 
preventing it by police, and to secure io 
this colony that just administration of law 
which would do more than anything else to 
carry out what everyone here would like to

The~ Chief Justice» congratulated the 
Council ‘on the way in which this matter 
had been-dealt with. That such qubstions 
should be raised was, he believed, the 
healthiest thing that could happen in an 
Colony or any State, when they were rais 
‘in the way in which the hon. member raised 
this question, He did not catch a word, 
which ought not to have. been used in fair 


debate, and, on the other hand, His-Ex- | 


cellency the Governor, though the subject 
certainly in some respects touched him pretty 
closely, had avoided any language stronger 
than the occasion should call for.—(Hear.) 
He would not himself go into any of the 
uestions that had been raised, except to 
say that he believed thatavith regard to the 
question of the legality of deportation he 
was responsible; but it was his business, 
sitting as he did in court, to take care that, 
punish men how you will, they shall only 
be punished apereiee to law. And, if he 
could not punish them as he thought 
they deserved, if he thought the law did not 
allow of it, he had only to regret it, and say 
they must go unpunished. ‘It was for the 
Couneil afterwards to say whether or not 
remedies should ‘he devised for any insuffi- 
Giency of the law, though he did believe, on 
the whol., thetlaw pretty nearly provided 
for every wrongaremedy. On:this question 
he had certainly been annoyed to find that de- 
portation in the way it had been carried out 
was most illegal, and when it came before 
him he did not hesitate to say so. He was 
perfectly satisfied with the is 3 in which'the 
matter was dealt with now. He did not say 
there were not exceptional cases, but he 
must say there was no exceptional case that 
came before the Governor on which the Go- 
yernor did not do him the honour to ask the 
opinion of the Court, But it was no part of 

e business of the Judge to -give advice, 
though he might do co if asked. As one of 
the best Judges he knew,~a Melbourne 
Judge, said,—it was not.the place of the Judi- 
cial Department.to pass an opinion upon the 
aots of the Executive. A judge might be 
asked.what reasous there were why mercy 
should not be shown, where there were rea- 
sons presented why meroy should be shown. 
He was sure His Excellency would always 
find him ready to give advice to the. Execu- 
tive in such cases,
